And now to 
repeat that which the very Infamy thereof, long 
ſince hath made ſo famous through all Nations: 
Is it not in ſome ſort mot needlefſe: Oh that 
it were fo ! But fince ſo great , fo pregnant, 
ſo extraordinary a cauſe, hath not yet in one 
yeare produced conformable effefts , Needes , 


needs I muſt remember you , as though you knew 
is 
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it not, or had forgotten it , That that King, that 
King of Fraxce , that great King of France, that 
mighty , that tryumphant, that victorious, that 
famous Monarch, that thrice-great Haxky, ho« 
nour of his time,horror to his enemies, that faithfull 
one to his friends, is(alas!ſhall I ſay is, when he jsno 
more, or if he be yer,is nothing+but a very nothingy) 
dead, 6 miſchicte ! twenty yeares beforc his time, in 
the (trength of his age,in theexaltation of his glory, 
in the beginning of anew courſe for moreand more 
victories, in the very time when moſt wee needed 
him, He is dead, but (s Lord) how is he dead? Ir 
isa great thing whena King, cucn a meane King, 
dyes; athing that ſhakes often the deepeſt founda- 
tions of his Kingdome, {>metimes of his neigh- 
bours: a thing whereof all the world will ſpeake and 
thinke much, though dead cuen leafurely and by 
the ordinary way. But when a great King, and ſuch 
a great one as our great Hznm y (If cuer the like 
haue beene, or ſhall be) comes to an vntimely end, 
not by thatcaſy courſe of Nature, but ſuddenly 
ſnatched & violently plucked away from his owne, 
from the very armes of his owne, by the baſe & del- 
perate attempt of a mad beaſt; whonot able,not da- 
ring to endure the beames of his royall face, giues 
him his death before, from behind, It isa caſe fo 
ſtrange, ſo rare,ſo vnheard of, that if there coul1 be 
any ſuch wonder, it were onely not to wonder at it ; 
and would to God we mightpaſſe no further . Wee 
wonder at the furious faſhion of Lyons, cuen if 
tame, or when we looke vpon them thorow their 
- Brates; We wonder at the roaring ofthe waters, cuen

and beginne fearing, by ſo much more fearfull as the 
former wonder was great and full of irſelte, 

Who ſhall giue mee an yron-voyce that I may 
thunder out, the moſthigh, the moſt lamentable 
complaint that cuer was heard in the world, fince 
ourloſle is the greateſt that euer was in the world? 
Alas! not the Lyons,not the fierceſt beaſts of Affrick, 
but the internall Furies, the enchained Spirits of the 
bottomles pit, the Dogs , the Wolues , the Tygers, 
the Lyons, the Vipers, the Serpents, the Dragons 
ot hell, are let looſe vpon vs, walke and wander as 
mong vs, vnder the ſhape and name of French- 
men,to worke our miſchiefe; for French muſt needs 
bee that hand that muſt kill Fraxce though Strangers 
thruſt ir on: as though they could finde no where 
elſe, ſo much boldneſfle, or ſo much deſperate wic- 
kednefle. Alas! not one river, not many, but a whole 
Ocean of miſcrics hath ouerwhelmed our whole 
land, now that royall mound , now that brazen 
wall, now that ſacred ttench is broken, which with- 
held it from ſwelling againſt vs, What poore hope 
now(if cuen feare may be ſo tearmed)bur of a huge, 
if notagenerali floud of woes? Terror and death en- 
uiron vs round about, which could notentervpon 
vs but by that gap: And we areleft ſwimming toge-

The ſo miſerable lofle, 
I fay,of ſogreat a Kingza loſle, alas! I cannot fay it 
enough, ſo great, ſo publicke, ſo general], ſovniuer- 
fall, ſofarre and wide extending it felfe, euen to 
thoſe that thinke they haueno intereſt in it, euen to 
thoſe that belecue they haue gained by it, That we 
may boldly affirme, all the world , knowneand yn- 
knowne,Subiects and Strangers, friends and foes, 
yea his greateſt enemies, and who lo treacherouſly 
furthered his end, haueloſt in him: for where they 
thought to eſcape his victorious hands, which had 
no furtherend of glory, then the {weetnes of his 
wonted clemency , they muſt needs fall into ours, 
who more fierce now then otherwiſe we had beene, 
not as a Lyoneſſe, notasa Tygreſſe, rob'd of their 
deere yong ones, but as deere children, trayterouſly 
depriued of their deereſt father, wil! neuer grant 
them that pardon, which they might eaſily haueob. 
tained at his hands. 

Curſed,s curſed and diſmall day, wherein we ſee 
the face of our Fraxceſo ſorrowful, ſo glad: but the

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day before ſo gloriouſly crowned; our Court fo 
deepely mourning , the day before ſo highly reioy- 
cing ; whetein , 9 miſchicte , wee ſee a great King 
dead, which not onely the day before, but eucn the 
ſame, and wany after , made the furtheſt parts 
of Europe to tremble at his greatneſſe, that could 
not ſo diſtinly haue heard the bruitof his fall.Cur- 
ſed once more, » curled, no more worthy to be cal- 
led day, but blackand diſmallnight, where French. 
mes loſt their King, France her father,the Church 
her ſonne, the Nobility their maiſter , the people 
their protetor, the whole world his ornament; 
wherein the greateſt perſon of the world, was moſt 
valuckily murthered by the leaſt , the beſt by the 
wolſt, the moſt honoured,by the moſt infamous, 
And thou s eternall ſtaine to the French name, 
ſcandall of mankinde, abhomination co the times, 
exccrable Fury'let out of hell,to commit ſo haynous 
a parricide; remaine, s ſempiternallyremaine, in the 
deepeſt of thy darke dungeon, thou incarnate diuell 
for cuer and euer accurſed; And may thou neuer 
come out of thoſe flames wherein thou art ſo de- 
ſeruedly tormented , but onely to receiue the laſt 
doome of thy euerlaſting and dreadfull damnation, 
But thou, oh my deere Country, heretofore ſo 
glorious , now a ſhamefull and bloudy Stage of fo 
pittifulla Tragedy, wilt thou euer bea fruittull mo- 
ther of traytcrous King-killers? muſt cruell Afﬀrick 
yeeld vnto thce both in quantity 8& quality of mon-

mens miſ.-haps, nor of his owne feeling? 

The knife of that perfidious vn-Clement(alas! muſt

V ar o 1 s,when that of deſperat Chaſtell was died in 
the bloud oof the firſt B y x » o nz & the ſame was yet 
reaking hot , when this ſfauadge Bedlem imbrued 
his in the beſt bloud of his hart: Ah, wretch! what 
haſt thou done? s Guard,where were you ?

ny Frenchmen (truly vnaworthy of fo great a 
Prince ) could not with-ſtand,neither with toung, 
nor hand, oppoſing themſelues againſt the weake 
attempt of oneonely. Andyet France lackes not a 
million of white ſoules, which would rather hane 
wiſhed that impious ſteele red-hot in their owne 
bowels,But no man can ſaue, where God hath once 
decreed to deſtroy;and ſurely wee muſt looke for no 


lefſe, ſince hee hath taken to himlelfe that valiant in- 
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ſtrument,which was able to preuent our deſtruRion, 

Ccleſtiall guardians, and thou 6 mighty Angell, 
which hadſt ſo happily led him through ſo many 
dangers, returned him victorious out of ſo many 
battels, why did you not put by that blow , like the 
tormer ? had yee ſo faithfully kept him hitherto, 
now to giue him ouer to the fury of this enraged 
beaſt? Lord! how the meaſure of our ſinnes muſt 
needs have bene heaped vp and running ouer, ſince 
thou thoughtelt it fitto (trike vs with ſo mighty a 
thunderbole of thine ang:r2 Lord/tow much is that 
man void of judgement, who knowes not this to be 
a judgement of thine owne, molt juſtly giuen our 
againſt the fulnes of our iniquitics? 

Poore Prince! but more poore people! wee had 
bene ſo often threatged witha blow trom heauen; 
now alas , now R is burſt out vpon our miſerable 
heads! whotold it not, who heard itnot, thatthou 
ſhouldſt dye when thy Gallery ſhould be at an end? 
Who red not the too true predifions of that vn- 
happy yeare, that expreſlcly ſaid, thou ſhouldſt re. 
ceaue 2 wound behind 2 how many moſt vnfortu. 
nate, moſt vnlucky Caſ/andraes, had written vnto 
thee vpon the murther of thy Predeceflour,that thou 
mightſt take it as,a looking-glaſſe anda leſſons and 
the conſideration of his ſo vntimely adeath , might 
be the preſeruation of thine owne lite? yetall that 
could notſo worke, but that noble courage of thine, 
enemy to all miſtruſt, thine owne goodnes too-too 
acceſſible, thins owne eafineſle, haue bene lo many 
kniues to pierce thy boſome. 

If death had found this great Kingin his bed, _ 
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by a naturall way , it isan ordinary thing , which 
ſcarce one would wonder at; It hee had found itin 
abartaile, leaſt of all; for there euen moſt hee ſought 
it, which then moſt fled before him. But to bee 
murthered in his owne Pays, in his Caroche, in 
the midſt of his neereſt ſeruants and by a baſe Pedart, 
not by one,but by twoſcucral wounds,& with aſhort 
Enife, as though it had beneat his full choyce, Ir is 
ſo wonderfull & ſo prodigious an euent, fo far from 
all likelyhood , that hitherto belicfe can ſcarce lay 
hold of it : methinkes yet I am in dreame, or for a 
while enchanted when- I remember it; and that 
mine eyesand cares (only deceiued for the time by 
ſome ſtrong illuſion) will preſently be freed of their 
errour, andI ſhall ſce my King againe. 

How is {o great a Monarch, the feare and terrour 
of his Enemies, and who vpon the preparation of 
fo great an Army held the whole world at a bay, 
How is ſogreata Monarch, paſſed euen in a mo- 
ment from this world to another? He that had. but 
the day before crowned his Queene! he that was the 
day afterto lead her tryumphantinto Paris! he that 


was imediately to march forth with that fearefull 


Army , which threatned to ſ{tampe all his Enemies 
to powder! Good Lord! how many high delignes 0- 
uerthrowne? how many threds cut,with that of his 
life? and what a wretched Remora ſtaies now a great 
ſhip? He was ſo full of life and vizor,he had ſo many 
friends and miny meanes, ſo many men and fo 
many horles, fo many armes and ſo many cannons, 
beſides ſo much courage and valour,ſo much indge. 
ment and dexterity , ſo much reſolution and wiſe. 


dome, 
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dome, ſo much experience and readineſſe, in warre, 
in State, Campe, Counlſell, andeuery wheres as it 
is vnpoſſible to diſcerne, whether hee was more 
valiant or more wiſe , more polliticke or more mar- 
tiall, being a like excellent & pertect cuery way. And 
all that could not helpe, buta forlorne wretch,a maa 
of nothing, a nothing and nota man, hath ſtayd the 
courſe of ſo great,ſo mighty and ſo matchlefſe a Mo- 
narch , to whom cuen the moſt dreadfull elements 
had yeelded,and who ſent a trzgmbling Ague into the 
harts of all thoſe, who were conſcious to haue deſer- 
ved his anger. 

At Melun,he ſhunned the attempt of Barriers At 
Fountaine-bleaw,that of a Spaniard, who would haue 
rewarded with a treacherous death , euen when 
he healed him of the Kings cuill : Ar Paris,tharof a 


. mad fellow yet liuing , and whom hee would never 


ſuffer to be puniſhed, ſo naturally was hee giuen to 
compaſſion & clemency. All thele attempts, though 
miſſing indeed, together with that which really, and 
effcually, did beat out his very teeth, were ſuffici- 
entto prouide him 2gainſt this laſt and fatal! blow, 
Butalas , that too braue minde could neuer learne 
how tofeare. And yet the very day of hisdeath, had 
he ſome ſecret feeling of his end, Helay down twiſe 
or ttiriſe vpon his bed againſt his cuſtome,and ryſing 
againe as oft,kneeled and prayed hartily to God that 


" morning, as if hee had forcknowne it would bee 


his laſt, 

That morning hee: was intreated not to ſtirre 
abroad, and fore-warned by a learned Aſtronomer, 
(called Za Broſſe.) that that day was —_ to 
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him : but he, truſting his owne goodneſle, and after 
ſo Chriſtian a preparation, refolued to any thing 
his maker would lay vpon him , made fo imall ac- 
comprt thereot, as goingafternoone tothe Arſenal, 
euen he retuſed to take any Guard. Neuerthelefle an 
howre before, hee could not well frame with him- 
ſelfe, if hee would go or tarry; bring diuided be- 
tweene the with.drawing counſel] of his good Ans 
gell, &the impulliue force ot his deſtinyza thing al- 
together vnuluall to the promprnes of his wit, ne- 
uer before hauing beene ſeene to ſtagger vpon any 
occaſion: Atlaſt his courage and our milchance got 
the vpperhand. When he receiued the blow, hee 
was reading alctter from the Arch-duke , who offe« 
red him paſſage for his Army, and to defray all 
charges through his Countryz And inthe very fee- 
ling of his 12y, our ſorrow ouertooke him. Oh!how 
farre was he inthe world when hee went out of it! 
But {uie, thoſe cruell blowes were more againſt our 
{clues then againſt him; and God in his wrath tooke 
that inctimable jewell from vs, whole worth we 
neuer rigitly valued, Ye<r,o Lord, ſtay heereat the 
lca(t, wee, indeed, arc worthy of a ſharper punith- 
ment, butaltogether vnable ro beare itz Giue vs 
lcaus now to lament tor our worthy Prince , for 
whom forgiue vs, 6 farher, if perhaps our ſorrow 
be morethen is due toany mortall. 

And yet, deere Country-men,thus farre may wee 
toy in ourforrow, and thanke God for many com- 
forts which cannot caſily be taken from vs; we ſuffer 
a great loſſe indeed, 8& moſt ſenceles and Nony were 
weeif we ſhould not teele itz But, I pray you, looke 
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ouer with mee , both the fortune and nature of 
our State. Whenſocuer any new line of our Kings 
hath ben about to ſer vpitſelfe by his owne ſtrength, 

theſe great changes haue neuer beene withour great 
troubles , and ſome extraordinary great conuulfion, 
For,as in thenaturall, ſo in the Politicke body, as a 
chiefe bone cannot bee broken without much vio. 
lence, but when it comes once to knit againe, there 
Srowes a cet taine hardnes and calloſity, more ſtrong 
thcn euer the bone it ſelfe was : So, when atter tack 
a breach the Kingdome hath once taken root, & ben 
well eſtabliſhed , the father cuer left it furcr ro his 
ſonne, and a ſonne, greater then his father, aboue 
whom,as by a fatall excell ncy, heealwaies got the 
ſurname of great indeed, We had but three lines ſince 
our ſtories beganne to be written by our owne men; 
for in thoſe times our fore-tathers, more carcfull to 
doo, then curious to {peake, rather gaue,then tooke 
occaſion of writing. So that it cuen thoſe that moſt 
would haue concealed it, had not bene forced to tcl! 
it vs, we ſhould haue knowne nothing of our ſelues 
aforc Faramond. But looke how ſoone came in our 
firſt Clouts? out the ſecond after Merouve, from whom 
the firſt line rooke name; and how iuſtly deſerued he 

the ſurname of Great, it in that golden age of ſim- 

plicity thoſe {wollen titles had be ne in vic? And af. 

terward,was not our Charles great indeed, the ſecond 

of the ſecond line, tow hich euenin double reſpeRt 

he gauename? Now in the third,was not our Roberr, 

both Kingand ſurnamed great, euen during his ta- 

thers raighe , who (ncucr ſo worthy )had but a ſor- 

ry ſurname; as though his ſonne had bene the very 
$ foule 
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ſouleof the Kingdome, and the father could nox 
truly bea King without him. And how fſocuer te 
acceſſion now of Fourben to the Crowne, cannor - 
rightly be tearmed the change of a line,, no more 
then that of Yalois | being iuſtbothalike , after the 
ſucceſhue deceaſe of three brethren , withour hcire 
male,ſu-ceſſuely Kings after their father) bur oncly 
the ingratting of a natiue bud vpon his owne ſtocke; 
yer the example may hold , becauſe it is a new 
branch and name: and more eſpecially becauſe this 
only one braue Prince was more ſtood againſt, more 
powerfully and more paſſionately, then ever any of 
all thoſe before, or euen all they together. He had 
wonderful ſmal meanes,whEhe came to the Crown, 
and no better friend but Diew & ſen droit, with his 
owne ſword; he was of a religion contrary to that 
which was formerly profeſſed in his Kingdome; hee 
had not onely the bodies, but, which is worſe, harts, 
miades, and ſoules, ſtrongly preoccupated, & whol-. 
ly bent again!t him : all which oppoſitions hee muſt 
needs ouercome one by one. And howbeit in the 
end he ſettled his affaires, & wasa better Catholique 
then the Popehimſclte, yet the weake faith of ſome 
incredulous foules could not as yet well receive its 
and the wily craft of thoſe deceitfull Foxes, or rather 
rauenous Wolues , accuſtomed to make aduantage 
«ill of filly mens weakenes, as of deſperate wret- 
ches reſolutions; and whoſe wide clawes nothing 
eſcapeth, be it neuer ſohot or cold, light or heauy, 
diſſembling their owne knowledge , did foſter and 
turther the others vnbclicte,and madea way to make 
him away. 
Yet 
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Yet his vertue and ſtrength are not dead, but with 
a fame anda name which can ncuer dye, & isable till 
to win battels,asa new Scangerbeg after his own death, 
Hehathlett vs a ſucceſſour, who as anoth.r Phoenix 
ſweetly rayſed out of thoſeſacred Aſhes, and ry- 
ſing vpon our darkned Horizon, as a new Sunnein 
his Oryent , faithfully promiſeth to dry our moyſt- 
ned eyes , and clecre vp all the miſts of our ſor- 
rowes. And as a great one ſaid once, ſince more adore 
che Sunneryling then declining; no doubt butthis 
new Planet,now lo happily beginning to ſhine vpon 
our heauen, ſhall one day. be ſaluted and worſhiped 
by many more ſubies, then that whoſe courſe was 
of late ſo vnhappily (hortned, 

And indeed,if we may iudgeof the fruitby the 
flowers, his buds are ſo many and fo faire already, 
that when it ſhall once pleaſe Godto ſpread them, 
they cannot but excced the moſt perfe beauties, 
and cuen the very Gold of his own Lillies.Nothing 
can bee imagined greater then the motions of that 
yong Princez andmeethinkes1I ſee already in him a 

iRure inlitle of that worth of his father, which 
doth promiſe, I know not how much, morc in this 
hopefull abridgement,then inthe original:as though 
God reviuing in htm not onely all thoſe former ver- 
tucs, would adde to his number ſome other more, as 
yettothe world vnknowne, Itis wonderfil!l to ſee 
him at this age , ſend out ſo many liuely ſparkes of 
that powerfull Genims within him, ſaying already 
ſuch things , as would contend in excellency with 
thoſe old ſayings of Platarchz as though hee would 


put-to ſchoole againe thoſe famous men that fa- 
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thered them:taking it of the ſather as wel as his king- 
dome, For who was there in the world more quick, 
more ſharpe,and of a more preſent wit, then he, who 
could put downe at hs pleaſure the moſt {clid iudg- 
ments,by the readines of his anſ{wers? This yong ſon 
of his is ative, ſtirring , couragious, as he was; {0 
dcelightfull , as one would never bee weary to looke 
vpon him; Of ſuch a natural] towardnefle to all his 
exerciſes , as you would thinke,Art can teach him no 
more, Ot a man-like fairenes, and drawing already to 
bee a man before mens expeCation z through which 
manly lineaments yet ſhines a royall greatnes. It was a 
ſorrowfull Eſ$ay, yct a very comfortable pawne of a 
better hope to all his ſubiccts in that publike delolati- 
on, to ſee his gratious faſhion at the Parliament, {it- 
ting the firſt time on his royall Throne of Tuſtice, 
aſſiſted with the Queene his Mother,Princes,Peeres, 
and Othcers of his Crowne; and to heare him-ſpeak 
with ſuch maieſty as did gaine-ſay his Age, and 0s 
acr reach ourreaſon: yerall that, notaing like to his 
faire preſence,to his royall countenance gat his happy 
coronation,as though moneths had bene yeares, for 
his prentiſhip, and hce had perfeRtly learned to be a 

Kine, afore he be a man. 

He is carefully trayned vp, vnder the vigilant care 
of a wiſemother , who could giue a good proofe e- 
uen in the bruntof this generall miſchance, and in 
cuery ation fince, how well her great minde was 
fitred tothe greatnes of her charge : And will not 
be lefie bleſſed in the gouernment of this Empire, 
and in bringing vp out lawfull King in all vertues, 
mecte tor his great rancke,then in the bringing him 
into 
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into the light of this world: A Princeſſe indeed moſt 
accompliſhed in cuery thing, and whoſe heroycall 
qualities ſurmountthe ordinary feeblencs of her ſex, 
beyond proportion, 

Hee is ſeconded with two yong brethren, who 
astwo ſtrong Pillars of the Realme, ſhall without 
wearineſſe taithtully lend their ſhoulders to the 
weight of his charge. He hath three faire Princeſſes 
to his Siſters, whoſe happy marriages will ſtrengthen 
more and morethe firmenes of his Scepter; Beſides 
ſo many great and ancient alliances of his fathers 
approued friends, whoſe onely name will ſuffice to 
beate downe the power of ſuch enemies, as would 
riſe againſt him, Hee hath a mighty Army at handat 
all times, many treaſures to maintaine it, and many 
braue Generals to command it; which, like fo 
many thunders, are ready to fall ypon all that viould 
offend him, So that if any had but the leaſt knowne 
thought thereof, I doe not ſay of his ſubieRs onely, 
but cuen among his greateſt Enemies, hee ſhould 
ſooner be cruſhed with the force of the blow, then 
heare the noiſe of it. 

Away therefore, go and hide your ſelues for 
ſhame, ye vaine bablers , blacke ſoules , infamous 
remnants of the League, infernall matches of our ci- 
uill fires , poyſoned ſprings of all our miſeries ; bee 
neuer ſcene, bee neuer heard in the world with your 
Syren-ſongs , that our enemies are moued with pit- 
ty through the ſtrange cruelty of our accident, and 
that althoughtheir hatred were yer in his heate, it 
will zow be cooled in the depth of our miſchiefe; 
as though wee were ready to call for their mercy, as 

C } though 
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though it were in their hands tobe good tovs, and 
feare had taken ſach an imnpreflion in our harts, as 
France were glad to knzele tothe next Conquerour: 
O God! whara baſe ſlacknes, what a fained taintnes, 
what an open treaſon?zand yet you dare miſ.cal it Po- 
licy andskill of State; Good Lord! what a hurtfull 
Policy, to ſhow weakenes in this great body, where 
there is none? when rather(it chere were any)it were 
trueskill to conceale it. And how farre is that from 
emboldning vs, by the very weaknes of the enemy 
himſelfe;who by tliat vnhappy remedy wherwith he 
was conſtrained to put by for a time his cuilro come, 
hath ſo baſcly yncouered his ſhame, & bewrayed the 
ſores of his State? All their ſafety was ſet vpon the 
pointofa vile knite,which if it had miſſed our Kings 
royall boſome , ourſwords could not haue miſſed 
their execrable breaſts,vnleſſe they had preuented vs, 
with cutting their owne cankerd throats, 

O braue Frexch-men, Thole that in the ſharpeſt of 
their lickneſle, in the extremity of their weakneſſe 
and irreſolution, carryed fire and ſword into the 
very hart of Clee-land , brauely to ſuccour their 
friends in their necd, ſhall they not be ablenow in 
the beſt of their health, now in the heigth of their 
ſtrength , and when the State hath taken firme 
rote and forme ſhall they not be able, more 
brauely to defend themſelues againſt their owne 
Enemies? Nay, but there is another reckoning-to be 
made;[f we may cuer {mel out,that this miſchicuous 
blow hath bene ſent ys by any one in the world,ci- 
ther from the Eaſt, the Weſt, or the South, (the 
Notth we neednotfeare , itis to white {and to pure 

ro 
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to vſe ſuch black remedies, and hath no cauſe there. 
of) We muſt, we oug!1t, and we will dye,men,wo- 
men, children and all, in our revenge; weewill go 
and fetch them downe from the very tops of their 
hils, ſearch them into the deepeſt holes of the 
Eath,if they runneand hide themſelues thither, we 
wil pul them our, to their deſerued flaughter:If nor, 
we will rather d:{troy our whole ſeed, then leauca 
generation which might remember and reproach 
to Our tainted memory, that we were ſuch Traitors 
to our King and to our {clues, as to winke atſuch an 
iniury,For if we be ſof2int-harted, as to ſuffer thoſe 
attempts vpon our Princes, without making merci- 
lefle vengeance, to light as quickly vpon the Au. 
thors heads, wee are gonefor cuer ; there areno 
more Frenchin France, no men, no Monarchy, 
none of thatancient freedome and franchiſe, from 
whence weederiue our name ; there is no Fraxce 
in the world, They will boaſt wee complaine, but 
dare notſay who hath hurt vs; They will pronounce 
ſentence of death intheir own Chaires, at thcir plea» 
ſure,againſt our deereſt Kings; They will ſend to kill 

them whenthey liſt; And all our ſtraighteſt Guards, 

& all the cruelleſt puniſhments we can invent, ſhall 

not be able to keepe them, For the Earth will neuer 

ceaſe to bring forth murtherers, {> long as it brings 

forth gold, or religious arguments;nor our enemics 

to ſet them againſt vs, fo long asthey ſtand in feare 

of our greatnes, 

What muſt we doe then in ſolamentable a caſe? 
rake only a fearfull puniſhment of that curſed mone 
ſtet? wake euen with the ground the infamous den, 
wherein 
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wherein he was borne; Lay waſte the vnhappy ſoyle 
that brought him forth 5 cut downe the trees of fo 
hu:cttull a ihade,ſowe all the ground ouer with falt,8& 
leaue no remnant, no memory of all that curſed 
brood, moſt 11 ly punilt;ed, to haue any part in fo 
pareen ntuous a monſter? Alas!& yer this hath not ben 
done; & yet it were but aſmall ſuplice, and a fory re- 
nenge, far, far inferiour, far, far vnan{werable toour 
orcat ruine ; It were onely to whip the clothes, 
25 the Perfians vicd, and to punilh the inſtrument, 
without paſſing to the cauſe, as one that would 
breake the ſword, and forgiue the murtherer, Doe 
you belecue,it we had ipared him, hee would euer 
hauc 1cfrained the like attempt, fince, euen amidfl 
the rack and tortures, and in the apprehention of a 
dircfull death, he had bene {o powerfully taught and 
peiſwaded,as he ſtood taſt to his damned reſolution? 
What thinke you then of them that ſet him on work, 
but that looſing ſuch an Inſtrument [as they were 
wel content) their loſſeis ſo little,their profit ſo great, 
as they will cuer moſt gladly venture like loſles, for 
like gaines? 

Once more, what muſt we doe then ? ſtay till that/ 
furious ſerpent, onely cut by the taile, returne m ord 
fierce then before, to ſprinckle our Louvre atre 
with the bloud of France? Ah!letvs rather dye, 0 
bruiſc a thouſand times his miſchicuous head , Nan 
tall into thelike extremity againez and rather kill all 
in revenge of the preſent outrage, although there 

were none henceforth tobe feared.

IR, I mnſt needs ſpeak vnto you the firſt, though 
the youngelt; you haue the fiſt,the greateſt, and 
the neerelt intereſt in this quarrel 1; And 1 am 

your moſt humble and faithful Subie.Of all abho. 

minations in the world, treaſon is moſt to be abhor.. 
red; The King your Father had often ſeen all Chri. 
ſtendome wholy bentto his ruine, ready to ouer. 
whelme him; & yet could thatneuer ſtop the current 
of his victorious fortune. But now as he was going,as 
a mighty whirlwind to ouerthtow all his enemies, 
there he iz ſtopt by one only Traytor;who ſhewed to 
truly (as Auguſtus (aid)that there is nothing ſo dange. 
rous,as the reſolution of a coward: a coward indeed, 
bur ſuch a one as hauing no particular quarrell, that 
might caſt him into lo high an extremity,muſt nceds 
be mouedto it by ſome higher powers, If that may 
euerbe found, Sir, &1f it were poſſible that the fee. 
ling loſſe of ſuch a Father(to whoſe bleſſed memory 
all your Subiects daily ſacrifice their deereſt teares; al 
your Allies their hotteſt ſfighes, and generally all ho. 
neſt men, their deepeſt mourning) could not moue 
you ro take Armes againſt the Authors of our mif- 
haps;the meere reputation of your Kingdome, the 
latery of your owne life ought ro doit: and let nor 

the conſideration of your vnder.age hinder loiuſt a 

war Your owne father ſcarce exceeded your yeares, 

when he begin to be a Souldierzwhen both he & the 

Prince of ©ondz\in regard of their youth vere called 

the Pages of the Admirall, Do not venture your lite in 

an imavinary peace,more then in open warzyour life, 

I iay;no lefle is the marke they aime at. The great ex. 


amples ot your great Predeceflours, cuer ſo tamous, 
D that 
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that they are euerrecent,8 before your & the worlds 
eyes;the beſt hart-bloud of your ſo louing tather,yer 
hot-ſmoking vp to your owne noſtrils, challengeth 
that duty of you, 

Open or ſuſpeted Enemies, our Kings have al- 
waies laughed at z but ſecret and hidden ones ever 
made vs to weepe:and betrer it were to haue a million 
in an open battell before you,then one alone lurking 
ina corner, And better yet ſceke a noble death in 
the midſt of all dangers,through a thouſand ſpeares 
and as many muskets, then daily looke for it in feare 
and {upition, 

Sulpition, Sir, is not the Element of the KinFs of 
France; They cannot be mucd vp all day in their clo» 
ſets, without taking the aire but at a window,or ſpea- 
king to their people through a reed; rhey cannot 
liuc but free, euer abroad,cucron horlcback;fighting 
is moreplcaſing tothem , and lefle dangerous then 
playing. They can dye in Tiltings, neuer in Battels; 
in their owne Cittics,in their Chambers, & with a vi- 
olent death;neuer in warre, but by ficknes, or a natu- 
rall courſe, { rue it is, few Kings die 1n warre alſo, for 
few gothither;but the Kings of France haue ſought 
it in the remoteſt {ffrick, carried it into the very hart 
of Aſua,cuer returning victorious,& triumphing ouer 
their vtmoſt extremitics: while death durſt never be 
{o bold as to aſfaile them but by the ordinary way. 
There haue ben ſome ſick,ſome priſoners, ſome dead, 
xeuer any one killed, much leſle ouercome. Yet was it 
not for want of venturing through the hotteſt perils; 
NEUer any Princes went more freely,nor further into 

them:But it was,that they hauc cuer ben — 
an 
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and ,as it were, immortal,when they ſtood vpon their 
guard,But were it not ſo,and that our Kings free and 
tar from all miſtruſt and harme, could liue altogether 
ſafe, and out of the ſhotof all treacherous detignes; 
into what contempt,[ pray you, would fall the bloud 
of France,in times paſt ſo honourable among all na- 
tions, if they ſhould but once ſee that it durſt not re- 
uenge it ſelte,againſt thoſe that cauſed it fo traite« 
rouſly to be ſhed?If this ſhouid not neerely touch it, 
what would? & what iniuries would it reuenge here-= 
after,if this were now fo lightly paſſed over? would it 
not belyeit ſelfe,&,with itſelfe,the publicke voice of 
the world, affirming that neuer any offerd it diſgrace 
or intury, without deere repEtance?And would itnot 
harten & harden his enemies, to continue their miſc 
chicuous blowes, if they ſaw the whole vengeance 
lightvpon one only,the inferior & weaker inſtrumetr? 
Our King Francis the Great, had no other ground 
forthat bloudy warre he made againſt the Emperour, 
but onely the reuenge of a ſeruantof his, Merweilles, 
rhe deathof that man alone coſt the lines of an hun. 
dreth thouſand, and ſhooke the very foundations of 
Europe, And now ſhall the death of the greateſt King 
that cuer wore the Crowne of France, be ſo meanely 
regarded, ſoflightly paſt ouer, cuen by his owne ſer- 
uvants,cuenby hisown Sonne; without more feeling, 
or more ſtirring, then fora glaſſe broken? And ſhall 
all poſterity ſee the ſtory , and our Nephewes reade 
therein,without bluſhing at the impaſſibility of their 
Fathers? What would {o many Nations ſay, which 
doe ſo honourably eſteeme of the Frexch name, 
if they ſhould ſee vs fo ecafily drinke vp ſuch a 
D 2 ſhame? 
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ſhame? What would we ſay, our ſelues,tothe ſacred 
ghoſt of that famous Prince(it as once that of Achyl- 
les ro the Greeks) itreturned and would reproach vs, 
we {acriticed nothing vpon his Tombe? Will we ſay 
it is want of mony ? The Baſtille is heaped full 
with it; Want-of men? France ourrfloweth with 
them;want of friends? xcuer any King had more or 
berter;zWant of Armes and muniton? xeuer ſtore- 
houſe was better furniſhed , both for quantity and 
goodnes. What want wee then, bur that rare 
King hath moſt aboundantly letr it vs toreuenge 
his death? 

Ab,Sir, I can well tell what wee want; nineor ten 
yeares more & nothing elſe : & you ſhould haue had 
them for vs, if that vnhappy wretch had not ſo vn- 
timely preucnted the naturall death of your health- 
ful Father, But what? pid we neuecr beat our Enemies, 
cuen vnder yonger Kings then your ſelfc?What then 
vnder the Infant Clotaire,whom our Queene his mo- 
ther carried, hanging on het breaſt, in his ſwadling 
bands, atthe fore-tront of the bartell, crying aloud 
French men, this 1s your Kmg | Shee was a Queene in. 
deed, and he a King neverthelefſe , though yong; 
nor thoſe old French, daunted cucr the more, And 

* yet by the way, I would with you to nore, that this 
young King, this ſucking babe , bcing ſcarce foure 
moneths old whzn he won battels , was the firſt 
afterwards, who tor his greatnes, valour, and worth, 
got the glorious ſurname of Great,among his French, 
though yet in thoſe daies of a generall goodnes,they 
were more ready to nick-name their Kings for one 
onely vice, then to honour them for many good 
quali- 
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qualities; ſo rife were theſe, ſo ſcarce,thoſe. What? 
and vn:ier Lewis your ſpeciall Anceſtor, whoſe hap- 
py name you cary , as well as his Scepte:? pid not 
he ſucceed in this lame Starez and very neere at the 
ſelte-lame age as your felt:? And did he leaue to 
chaſtile his Enemies abroad, his revels at home, 
and afterwards ro vndertake vpon Paleſtine and E+ 
gypt; then comming backe into France, make a 
new journey into Afr «*? Yet tound he at his entry 
to the Crowne, all his Kingdome in trouble, neuer 
more quiet then at this preſent ; his Princes and 
great ones diuided from. him, vnited againſt him, 
which doe not deuiſe any thing now, but gene. 
rall vaion, and your ſeruice; And did neuertheleſſe 
moſt happily ouercome all thoſe difficulties, his 
Kingdome being not ſv great as yours by much, nor 
his rcgenue, the tenth part of that which you poſ- 
ſeſle. Do you thinke , Sir, that that braue Prince, 
which ſo valiantly vndertooke fo great warres, as 
farr2 from his intercſt as from his limits, would 
haue demurte-l vpon the revenge of ſo high an in. 
iury? Foraine examples would cuen ſhame our 
owne, being ſo faire and ſo worthy of imitationzas 
among many, I cannot heere deny due pl:ce to one 
moſt famous and very neere our cale. Philip of Ma- 
cedon,a great Caprtaine and a great King, as our 
eyes haue ſcen our great H « x x r, hauing,conque. 
red all Greece, as he, Francez is murthered , cuen as 
he, in his own chicfe Citty, in a publicke reioycing, 
and vpon the very inſtant when hee was to execute 
the greateſt enterpriſe he cuer had in hand. His 
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flhenes cals him)aſcended vpon the Throne of Philip, 
as our L = w 1 s,vpon thatof H = » « y;but he feeles 
it ſhake vnder his feete 3 ſees Greekes and Barbarians 
vp againſthim on euery fide, his Counſell diſmayed 
wiſh him to leaue off the affaires of Greece, and 
quietly to compound the reſt, Nay, ſaid he, but if 7 
be perceined to ſhrink at this beginning, 1 ſhall ever hane 
my hands full of th:mm: And tollowing this brane 
reſolution , ouer-throwes the Barhariaws in a great 
battell,ouer-runnes all Greece, like a fire, and deſtroies 
the Empireof the Per(ians, the greateſt then in the 
world, with a {mall Army of thirty thouſand men at 
the firſt, andaſtockeof thirty Talents, Yet with {o 
{mall meanes neuer would go out of the hauen, 
but he would requite old ſeruants and get new; gi- 
uingall away ſauc hope, which he kept only for him- 
{elfe : And when he had endeluged the world with 
a generall inundation of bloud, yetisnot conten- 
red it Jupiter from heauen doe not aſſure him, the 
death of his father 1s tully reuenged, and his Manes 
wholly appcaſed. 

And you, Sir, who haue more Captaines , then 
he, Souldicrs, mote Millions then he,Talents; more 
ſtedtaſtnes in your eſtate , more obedience in your 
fubiets, moreloue in your Nobility , more wiſe. 
domein your Counlell, then euer Alexander had; 
with ſo many aduantages, will you notreſolue your 
ſelic totheexccution of that vengeance? wil you not 
ſteele your ſelte inthatreſolution ? and will you ra- 
ther be faint-harred at this firſt tryall? will you winck 
at your Fathers murther? and tarty till another knife, 
forged (perhaps) vpon the ſame Anuile, ſend you 
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the ſame way, tell his dolefull Shadow, that for con- 
remning the reuenge of his death,you your ſelte loſt 
your owne life? Oh ! let me rather looſe mine eyes 
then ſec it, rather my ſenfes, rather my vnderſtan- 
ding, rather all, then teele it, or atany time come to 
the knowledge thereof; This puts me out of frame, 
this kils me, when in the fit of this burning Ague, 
in th: ſharpnes of this paine,thoſe who but yeſterday 
armed them-lelues for forme Duytch,cume & tell mee 
now, we muſt not ſpeake of war for the Kings death: 
for what then,Country-men? for a foot of ground? 
for Cleues,or luliers which are none of ours? 

I neuer ſpoke of Naples, Millan,and Navarre, which 
are ours indeed; There they (tand (til, & there ſhal we 
euer finde them. But where (hal we recouer that great 
H = x « y,who hath ben taken,& lo traiterouflytaken 
from vs? Yetif we had loſt him in war, where the heat 
of the fight ſpares none;eacience;armes are doubtful, 
& oft. times number ſurmountsvalour : But to haue 
him murthered in cold bloud,in a ful peace,& before 
the eyes of all the world;& that we durſt nor, & thar 
we ſhould not reuenge it, it would betheſhamful. 
leſt and greateſt diſhonour that euer hapacd vnto 
vs, to couer,darken,kill,and bury, for cuer,the whole 
French name, and what-ſoeuer glorious wee haue 
done heretofore. Moreouer,we doe neuer fo ſenſibly 
eſteeme of other mens loſſes, as of our owne; All 
thoſe peeces, were indeed loſt for vs, not by vs, 
they were taken from our Fathers vpon ſome colour 
of right, at leaſt right of warre, which as ourowne 
Brenuus was wont to ſay, is the moſt ancient and 
vniucrſall raw; rhe griefe thercof is paſt long lince: 
But 
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But if any would encroach now but one foote of 
land vpon our Borders,in what an other ſort would 
we ſtirr for it, then for all thole Kingdomes? And 
will wee not ſtirre for t2e death of our Kings? who 
would not without feare vnder-take againft 
their ſacred liues, if wee valued them cheaper then 
their Lands > Yet haue we a kind of comtort 
in thoſe loſſes; they were ſo deerely fold, that the 
poſleſſours dare not much boaſt of it: And hall we 
not make them pay more deerely for the priceleſle 
life of our deere Prince? Shall they laugh it out to 
our faces, whilſt we fit baſely weeping ? And hall 
notthcir inſolency ſharpen our anger? O French» 
women, andno more French-men, if that might cuer 
be reproched vnto vs! But now, what relation,what 
propottion,of the loſle of ſome land, tothe loſſe of 
a King, and of fach a King as he wat? Neuertheles, 
who knowes not but the lca(t of thoſe pecces , hath 
often ſer all Chriſtendome in fire and bloud, our 
Kings themſclues not ſparing taeir owne lines for 
them? 

Agaie,]I neuer ſpoke in the yong daics of your wa- 
ieſ}ics raignez Then we could not chooſe but great. 
ly be amazed at the greatnes, atthe ſudennes of our 
blow,and ſomewhat yecld to the fury of theſtormez 
then were we rathcr to looke to aſſure our ſelues, 
then to trouble others; rather todetend,then to a(- 
faile; and panting vnder the waight of our ruine, 
take hold (asit were) tor atime, of rhat hand that 
had draiven it vpon vs, as notknowing, or rather not 
ſeeming, or rather not ſtriving, ro know our ene- 
mics. But now,ſincethere is nothing to be appre- 
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hended, ſince in their loweſt degree of weaknes and 
miſery, they had no further end then onely to take 
him away, eſteeming they had gotten enough, it we 
might butlooſe him, as to bis perpetuall glory they 
fearcd himalone, more then all France beſides; or 
elſe thinking that-he being gone, all things would g0 
away after him, and of themſelues bee turned vpfide 
downe; Sincg it pleaſed God in his diuine mercy to 
confound their thoughts, ſhewing them, and vs, and 
all the world, that heecan ſcourge and haue pitty, 
woundto death with one angry hand, having the o. 
ther ſtill ready to apply the plaiſter, and againſt all 
hope, to heale; that he can kill and make aliue, bring 
downe to the graue and raiſe vp againe; Since we are 
now as ſtrong, and as ſtrongly (etledas cuer in your 
Fathers time,it not more; Why ſhould we not ſpeake 
boldy? Why ſhould wee not point at our enemies 
with the finger,and call them by their owne names? 
Why ſhould we not go, 2nd yet more boldly fall vp- 
on them all? 

Thereis no more doubt, no more diffculty,who 
hath forged that parricidious ſteele ; we know, alas 
now we know too much their doQrine and practiſe; 
and cannot ſay worſe againſt them,then they haue 
written themlelues, Timewas, and in King Henry the 
thirdstime it was, when we teared onely {ecret con» 
fcſſions , priuate conferences, hidden chambers of 
editacion; all theſe workes of darknes were as yet 
done in the darke, and could catch none but ſome 
weake and brain-ſicke ſoules. But now,7ieis thathe 
that can transfoxme himſelte into an Angel of light, 
hath ſet an open ſchoole thereof, and ſent his black 
Doctors 
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Dodtors, through all nations ( more ſafely to de- 
cciuc) falſely carrving the ſw<cte name whole perſon 
they perſecute,becauic when he put them our of hel, 
he ruld rhem A leſs Ite +: Now it is publikcly taught, 
and as a thirtenth article of faith , maintained and 
commanded to be added to the Creede,vnder paine 
of etcrnall damnation. And it we do not at laſt open 
our eycs, if we doe not {ctourſelues againſt it, it we 
let it coole any longer, and not put ic downe in hot 
bloud, Twe ſhall never be,nor ſo go0d,nor lo fit,as it 
is now. Mariana was the firſt who was bold to reduce 
irin art and precepts, in three {ct bookes, De Regis 
deſfrattione; And though many, almoſtas peſtilent 
as he, both of his owne nation and ſociety, both be- 
fore and after him , haue written vpon that ynhappy 
ſubict, as Ribadeneyra, Toledo, Valencia Yajquez, Azor, 
$4,1nd others ; yet becauſe with them, he that can 
worke molt miſchiefe, is worthy of the higheſt title, 
this moſt ynworthy villaine (hall go inthe fore-front, 
ſince he without them,and aboue any of them,or ra. 
ther aboue all them, hath wrought moſt villany, and 
kild ſo great a King : That execrable monſter could 
not be borne very far from Afﬀrick ; And Inae prims 
walt laLes, Yer, becauſe Sparne (hall not be diſgraced 
alone, by breeding ſuch royal! Dragons, ſuch vene- 
mous Baſilizkes,which kill not men {1mply,but Kings; 
not with their ſizht (being not otherwiſe ſo reſolute, 
or religiouſly minded 45 to venture fo ncere ) but 
with their breath only & afar off; And whoſe infeRi- 
ous ſtincke can ſtill murther, not only during their 
lives, but a thouſand yeares after their death, very far 
from thoſe old Prophets , whoſe dead carkaſes did 
raile 
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raiſe others to life; T here 15 no Nation in the world. 
but hath a ſhare in the ſhame, Germany, cuen honeſt 
Germany, that golden Latium of old Saternas, and 
who hath kept herlelte more vnſputted of this newer 
world, will acknowledge ſhe hath no {mall part ther- 
in. T here you ſhall Find one of thoſe,doting indeed, 
and yet nolefſe proud, and yet nv letſe wicked, ſer- 
pents, who dares not onely vomit his venome a- 
eainſt Kings, but inueighing againſt them, viurpe e- 
uen their very title and phraſe, : aSin a kindot compa. 
riſon, or asit he would play the King himſelfe : But 
oh ! how farre commelt thou ſhort, impudent Grez- 
zerus? No tebuzit but one onely Araunah could cuer 
bring forth a Royall Gift; and farre better hadſt thou 
done to keep thy ſelte within thine owne rancke, and 
adding the moſt crooked letter of the Alphabet,and 
moſt like thy ſerpent-like dealing, to thy title, more 
fitly call it, Baſiz/con Doron But God would nothaue 
thee both wicked and wile aronce; for when thou 
haſt broke thy headar the very head and firſt word 
of thy booke, it is not enough, but thou muſt needs 
breake thy neckalſoin thy tooliſh dedication,to ſuch 
a O x x as thou neuer {aweſt, to ſucha O x » as thou 
ſhalr neuer ſee (forthat Gx x ar Sovis being 
departed penitent , no doubt but where Sn x is, 
Gretzerus,there ſhaltthou hardly come) finally to 
ſucha Ox = as ſhall neuer hcare of it; and if Sn x 
ſhould, could neuer bur greatly abhorre to be cog 
ged Goa here bel»w,and perſwaded to make a party 
there aboue for the Zoyol;ſls,again(t her only Sonne, 
and Cabaliſe with the bleſſed Virgin, wittrS. Brigid, 
S. Andrew (and why not, George to? ) with a high 
2 hand 
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hand to carry from God ſuch things, as Sn x now 
vpon better information knowes moſt to beeſchews- 
ed,Together and of the ſame feather, you haue there 
one Becanus,the more wicked, becauſe the more wit. 
ty; ſo apt arc theſe monſter-men to turne to ill vies 
the very bleſſings of God. A little lower there is Ca- 
rolas Seribanius, who moſt iuſtly aſhamed of his tray- 
terous name, hath bene faine to faine another in his 
Ample Theater of diſhenour , yet never forgetting 
hecrcin the ambitious pride naturall to the ſociety, 
in taking of the beſt when they chooſe: One, whoas 
though he were notable of himſelte to be wicked e- 
nough, thercin is he more wicked,that he praiſes the 
wickedeſt, Poland, Sweth-land,Tranſ-ſuluania, Bohemna, 
attheir owne coſt , will contributeto the publicke 
ſhame, thoſe by whom they hauerecciued , and till 
receiueſo much ſmart , though ſome haue paide 
deercenough for it. And after theſe farther coun. 
tries, the remoteſt part of that famous Iland , penitus 
toto orbe remota will not be aſhamed to ſtake her peny 
(Hazes and Hamilton ) though not a peny worth, 
to the common reproach of Nations. But belike,her 
ſiſter would be roo proud,if thee could not name for 
herſclfe, or rather againſt herle1tr,1cd-hatted, or ra» 
ther red. harted Allens,Campion, Hart, Parſons ,Creſwel, 
Hail ,Tcſmond, Gerrard, Hammond, a\l bloudy or ticry 
Traytors, and their fupcriour in all,Gz net, And now 
Sir,amecng all them, perhaps you thinke your France 
will eſcape free; But alas: ſhall we not perhaps finde 
within our owne bowels, one Kikodemons-Z annes, 
apoligiling for this Garnet,and Francr/ſcus Verona for 
Ian Cha#telh hoth which, we know whence they are, 
but 
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but fince they 'themſelues condemne their owne 
deeds, by counterfeiting their names, and therein 
(the onely thing they haue done well) in ſome ſort 
redeeme their Countries ſhame, let them dye for 
euer,vnknowne indeed, and vnnamed; let tho{e that 
hauc any part in them, diſclaimeit, letthem periſh 
in their bloud, & let me not haue their names within 
my lips But ob! but we haue ſuchas gloryin their 
owne infamy, thoſe curſed ones that call euill, good, 
and good, cuill; who leaſt they and their villanies 
ſhould not bee knowne enough by their writings, 
haue preached it openly, from rowne to rowne be- 
fore all the world, and ſhameleſlely taught it with a 
brazen face in their publike leſſons ; to ſhowe that 
France owes nothing to the reſt in treaſon and wic« 
kedneſſe. But becauſe holy father Corton was come 
of late, as it were with a blaſt of his fweetebreath, 
and in aſheeteof paper, to gaineſay and diſannull all 
his predeceſſours miſ-doings, and ſeeme to recouer 
the honour of the ſociety(though if his Amphibolo- 
gious Equiuocations be rightly tryed, hee ſpeakes as 
tray terouſly as any of them al]) ycr,lca(t they ſhould 
taketo much hold of him , and interprete his double 
meaning in the better part ; orrather to ciiecke him 
4s 4 falſe brother, & one that had yeelded tomnchto 
thetime; Behold, out of 7taly,the great Jebuzat Car- 
dinaliſcd, the great Cardinall (hortly ro be Papiled; 
who not contented with that which he hath tormer- 
ly written (as well he might, forany new thing he 
ſayes) but becauſe it wasonely done by the way,and 
among his other controuerſtes(a load too big for any 
man to cary) comes out now , as the 7rzary in that 
E 3 oreat 
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great Army of forlorne hopes , with a booke by it 
{citeand of {ct purpoſe, ſounding and denouncin 

{ra the Yatican to all Princes, they are tubie to the 
Pope m temporalbus, True it is that m Atheus TOrtus 
that is, he inimſclte, had firſt made the way before 
him; bur it was vnder an ob{cure name, & that could 
not carry great waight: But ſince the Chapleine was 
ſo bold,as to vndertake no Icfle then a great King for 
his ſhare, t'» writeagainſt; Do you thinke, Sir , that 
his /lluſtriſSrme, Lord and waiſter, hath it againſt Bay- 
clay oncly? No, no, poore Barclay is but the pooreſt 
pair of his booke; yet his ſon takes it in hand as his 
fathers cauſe; and, I am ſure, will not leave the Car- 
dinall vnpaid. Neither is it againſt the King. your 
brauec farher; They haue his hart faſt,and haue done 
as ſome Barbarians were wont; They haue executed 
bim firſt, and then comes forth this ſentence of death 
againſt him: But there is nothing more to be had of 
him,but your ſelfe;your ſelte, Sir, it is againſt your 
ſelte directly that this booke is written , againſt all 
Kings aliuc,againſtal Kings yetvnborne; The haukes 
of a Cardinall, will not flie for leſlſe, then at the birds 
of Paradice, And you, Hoelyfather, oh ! is itafter that 
maner you will have your {ons harts? Sure, fure,that 
oreat Father of mankind,of whom you pretend your 
ſelfe ſo wrongfully tobe the general Vicar,did neuer 
mean: it fo, when hefaid, My ſon gineme thy hart.But 
you {weet child, fince you ſee two Barclates, two pri. 
uate men,& none of them a Proteſtant, nor nothing 
neere; the one, vndertakeit ſo vertuouſly againlt the 
Pope , vpon no other particular offence, but the 
meerc loue of the truth the other, follow it ſo duti- 
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fully,againſt Pope, Cardinall andall, onely as his fa+ 
thers quarrell, which yetis noſuch matter; you, I 
ſay, which are ſo great, ſonoble, ſoancient, and ſo 
mighty a King, will you notreueoge your Fathers 
dearh ? will you not reuenge your owne quarrell, 
againſt one that was but a Cardinall fiue yeares ago? 
one, that was buta baſe Prieſt oncesItishe, Itis he, 
that ſpeakes in that booke, it is he that made it ; Bel- 
larmin is vaworthy of your anger; uc is butamcane 
inſtrument, he is but a ſlaue,and dares not do other- 
wiſe then his maifter bids : The Pope himſelfe, the 
great Lord, the great Godot all, & not Acquavina, a 
{lauctoo, hath viewed it, corrected it, allowed it, 
cauſzd itto be printed athis owne charges, & vnder 
his owne noſe, leaſt there ſhould bee any fault in the 
print. To what end then tarry you any longer? what 
will you hauc more? when they haue kild you alſo, 
you (hall no more be able to take revenge; Take it 
while you can, and while you may. 

Yet am notl of thoſe hot-burning ſpirits (though 
2 ranke Proteſtant, I confeſle) that would ſet Rowe 
all in bloud and fire ; and dig vp her foundations a 
thouſand fathomes vnder the ground, I would haue 
Rome reformed , not Rome ruyned, And what can 
the poore wals do withall for the inhabitants ſfinnes? 
Yea, I will vaparcially deale with the Pope, & with 
more kindnes then he dares euer look for at any Pro- 
teſtants hand. Lercuery Prince, according to the law 
of God,of Nature,and of Nations, eſtabliſh agaod 
and holy Patriarch within his owne dominions , to 
whom all his Church-men hall anſwere, & to none 


els without, and he anſwer for them; Let the Biſhop 
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of Romereduce himſclfe, or be reduced , to that e- 
ſtate, wherein he was when the Counccil of Nices 
did grantit him , and then let him haue the prece- 
dency of all our Patriarchs,as the ancienteſt;Lert him 
keepe ſtill the keyes of his owne gates, as an Eccleſi- 
aſticall Prince; yea and the ſword within his owne 
{cabbetrd, as a ſecular Prince to; And lethim draw it 
when he liſt, and flouriſh with itin his owne territo. 
ries. Iam ſurethis is the beſt, this is the ſhorteſt way 
to reforme many abuſes, which the reaſonabler ſort 
auow are crept into the Church ; the ſurer way to 
reconcile that wiltull diucrſity of opinions , which 
hath ſo long diſtracted the harts and minds, yea 8& 
the bodies of French-mey, into ſeuerall fations, brin= 
ging your two flocks againe into one fold, and vnder 
a ſhepheard of your owne: And there ſhall not be a 
Huguenot 1n France. 

For the lebuzits(which I will neuer grace with their 
viurped name) It you will deale not with them,as all 
Chriſtian Princes did once, and at once, and vpon 
farre leſſe reaſons, with the poore Kntght-templers: 
If you will not renew that wiſe ſentence of your Fa. 
ther,pronounced againſt them with his own mouth, 
yet full of bloud when they did beat our his teeth;& 
rather imitate his hurtfull clemency,that called them 
againe to ſtrike at his hart : If you will not follow the 
laudable example of that graue Senate & Common. 
wealth, whoſe Catholicity none can call in queſtion? 
Then at leaſt ,atleaſt,8 for a great worke of ſuper. 
erogation,& tranſcendency of kindnes, let them be 
broughtvnder anew General of our own Nation;let 
them take anew oath to him, hee to your Patriarch, 
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your Patriarch , to your ſelfe; 8& fo let it be ſeuerally 
through al xations, without hauing any thing, either 
to medle, or correſpond one with another, 

But,Sir, the Tyrant is in ſuch & ſo long a poſleſſi- 
on of his vſurped power, as he will thinke theſe moſt 
equall conditions vniuſt; and there is no hope of all 
this to take effect, without the ſword: If faire meanes 
would do it,the betterz[t is written Beafs pacifici,and 
moſt happy be they indeed, But it peace cannot be 
had, with peace, It an vncertaine, but honorable, 
war be to be preferred to a certainly dangerous, but 
diſhonorable peace,rothe ſword the; in Gods name, 
& to the fire,it need be: and bleſſed,s thrice-bleſſed 
be the war & the war-makers, whoſe end is,{o happy 
& defired a peace,But al the fire that can ener be kind- 
led, all the bloud we can cuer ſhed , will 'not giue vs 
our King againe; True; but let vs be wiſe, after the 
blow at leaſt , ſince we haue'receiued ſo mighty a 
one; That which can not bring back H s x xr, may 
preſerue L = w 1 s;you ſhall make your own lite ſure, 
by reuenging'the death of your father;and yeeld vn- 
to whom you oweyour ſelte , the iuſtice you owe 
toall. So Ceſar made ſure his owne Statues, by 
ſetting vp againe thoſe of Pompey. 

And if any crooked ſoule, or weake minde, will 
ſill wilfully contend, that you are. yong, and your 
affaires engaged to other endsz Once more for all I 
an{were, whatſocuer they be,they cannot,they mult 
not,they ought nor, to admit other, or more conue- 
nicnt & neceſſary ends, then thoſe of your honour, 
life, and ſafety, wherein all ours is included, and 
with yoursand ours, thatof all Chriſtendome. For 
F. your / 
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your perſon,] have ſhewed, you are great, both for 
your age, & Kingdome, fauoured beſides of heauen 
and earth in ſoinſt a quarrell; namely of other Prin- 
ces your good friends and neighbours, all touched in 
this murther, 
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Ing, you 9 moſt mighty, moſt wiſe, moſt excel- 

lent, King of yonder fortunat Tlands, which by 

nature (as ſo many little worlds) moſt fortu. 
nate in themſelues, are yet more fortunate by your 
gouernment : Bright morning-ſtarre of humane 
learning, holy Oracle of heauenly wiſedome, puri. 
fied light of the fineſt and moſt refined iudgements; 
vnto whom there is not any crowned head atthis 
day,liuing, but, will & muſt needs ſtoupe in acknow- 
ledgment of ſuperiority ; Thrice worthie Monarch, 
whoſe namel need not otherwiſe ſet downe, fince 
euen thoſe that moſt are loath , muſt needs acknow. 
ledge you by your owne marks. Do youu not really,8& 
feelingly lamentfor our lofſe? po you not aboue all 
rake it indeed as your owne? HauecT not often heard 
you tell it to others?Habe you not often told ittomy 
{clte? Alas!8& fo verie wel you may;Our braue father, 
your deare brother,was taken but in exchange; It 
was but his lot to go before; 1 he enemies did, & yet 
at this time do,pretend no lefle againſt your life. You 
know it of old, by the bleſſed miſcarrying of their 
helliſh plots, and you knew itof late, euen by hi m- 
telfe, who more carefull of his freinds ſafetiethen «f 
his owne ( as rhough he had done enough to warne 
you) was (ince negligent in garding himſelfe. Mo. 
narch, O double Monarch, equally ouer ſoules , by

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that worth which makes you a King, though you 
had not beene borne {'», as ouer bodies by right of 
bloud, [ime is now paſt writing; forbearance,longa- 

nimity,clemency,pardon,and allpen-works are now 

out of {caſonz The ſword, the {word muſt cut the 

knots of this buſines. They make themſclucs worthie 

to write againſt you, who are molt vnworthic you 

ſhould looke vpon them: And while you ft: ive to cut 

their taile,contrary to the weakelt Serpents, their ve- 

nom lies in the head, They get aname by being ouer- 

come by fo famous an Aduerſary, and yet liue;z They 
dare bite you againe , they dare ruffle your honour, 

who were better to be ruffled by a hangman, a moſt 

fit decider of their quarrels, Alaram, Alarum, Hee 

himſelfe hath throwne into the Taber his moſt lawtull 

weapons ( as too kind) {etting all his reſt vpon 

Pauls (word, but S.P a v  s {word, euen that ſword 

of the ſpititisours,& will not cut for him. His ſword 

is but vaine, imaginary, blunt , broken, borrowed, 

though very hurtfull. Yours is your owne, even the 

royall , euen the reall, and ſharp ſwordof the iuſt re- 

uenge of God, which ſhall breake his aſunder like 

brittle glaſſe: and that ſcepter of Tron, which the 

ſonne of the Almighty hath put inro your hands, 

ſhall cruſh his in pieces, as a Potters veſlell. On, on, 

{word againſt (word, let's try which cuts beſt. 

Euen the greateſt, even the beſt part of Chriſten. 
dome,& all the honeſt Catholicks & not Papiſts,will 
follow you ; who looke for nothing elſe but to (ce 
ſome body inthe field to break the fir{t ice,Now they 
grieue, Now they are aſhamed, to haue bene ſo long 


auſled vp in ſo many groſle errous,now they confeſle 
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ther; now they begin to ſee ſomewhat cleere , and 
where they had of old an Egiptian darknes before 
thcir cies, they hauc now but cobweb-lawnes,which 
yer God will remoucin his good time. Long ſince 
haue many great & learned men, earneſtly longed for 
reformation in their owne Churchz who yer affhirme 
they cannot hope for ſo greata good, vnlelle the Ti- 
ranny of Rome ( for ſo they ſticke not tocall it) bee 
put downe. And I might name a great perſon a- 
mong them, a true Catholike, Apoſtolike , and not 
Roman, of whoſe worth,and great vertue, not only 
his owne Country, to whom it hath ben moſt bene. 
ficiall,but even Germany, 1taly, Flinders, and by 1c- 
fleftion, Sparxe, finally Enzlandit felfe, takes an ho- 
norable nutice of, with whom talking not long ago, 
after a free opening of the ſoares of their Church, 
(which he could norwell conceale , otherwiſe hee 
would) hee tolde me a common ſaying of his , to 
ſhew how freely and honeltly ſocuer he acknowleds 
ges the ſimpletruth , he is not crackt in his owne bc. 
lecfe and religion, That he thankes God with all his 
heart, that hauing had grcat dealings at Rome and Ge- 
nexa,and great friends of both (des, yet God hath e- 
uer kept him, in that trueſt & ſureſt middle, that he ec. 
uer was a good Catholike & nota Huguenot or a Lea, 
guer, lanſ{wered him, good my Lord, ob! would to 
God we wereall Catholiks,after your faſhion; & for 
me, if I were borne fo, I would ſcarce belceue I 
could change my religion for a better. 

Come then, come forth ,moſt noble King, come 
forth,by ſo much the ſooner as you ſee the matter. ea- 
ſy;you hauc ſo many men & ſo manymeancsyou are 
the 
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the only Monarch inthe world, who can ſet vp as ma- 
ny & as good,both horſe & foor,of his own ſubicts, 
withour begging ſupply,cither of 4/bamians or Kuy- 
ters, of Landsknechts,or Suytwers. And yet,need you 
not much trouble yourſelfe ; younced not ſtirre out 
of your royall Yhitehall , There we will ſend you the 
newcs of the ruine of your Enemies: Your arms are 
long enough to chaſtiſe them alla farre off ; moſt e(- 
pecially your right Arme, the Son of your thigh, 
the lower of your ſtrength, the excellencie of your 
dignitic and power. Let vs but haue him, let him but 
haue himſelfe, and hee will come to vs ; let him go 
for the publique good of all Chriſtendom,for your 
intereſt, for his owne: We haucnone elſe to be the 
head of -our Creiſade. 


Nd you, yong Sunne, riſing to all glory and 
1appines, hope of the earth, ioy of the (ca, 

eye of the world, wonder of mindes, louc of 
hearts, [weete comfort and delight of mankind; my 
moſt noble, my moſt braue Prince,al hart : God for- 
bid I ſhould forbid learning , and lefle in a Piince 
then in any priuate man, and where it may exfily bee 
gotten without hinderance to further and more ne- 
ccfſary ends. But thus much I dare fay , with their 
good leaue, who are more wiſe then I; As times 
ſtand now, as vrgent occaſions require, you are lear« 
ned enough for a Prince 3 and if any Prince in the 
world cuer had leſſeneed of learning, itis yourſelte: 
F 3 you 
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you ſhall neuer wantit, as long as you give vp your 
ſelfe wholy to be ruld,as a ſecond wheeleas an interi- 
our Globe, by that firſt «otor,by that heauen of wiſe- 
dome,bythat matchleſle Father of yours,which hath 
learning enough for you b»th. And letit not grieue 
you, needs to yeeld vnto him in thatkind; l[tisa 
wonder ſcarce ſeene in many ages, toſee a King lear- 
ned, a wonder that was neaer ſcene but once, to {ce 
a King {oearned as he. Our great,and our firſt Fran. 
ces had {ſcarce more learning then you , and yet did 
not leaue to bea great King,& yctdid not leaue to be 
called the great father and reſtorer of learning. And 
that great Prince alſo for whom wee now mourne, 

was he nota great Capraine,& a great King, though 
nota great Scholle1? True itis,he cuer fauovured true 

learning where he found it, without any acception 

of perſons, no not of his rebels, it they would be re- 

conciled, And euen in his atter daies(greedy of A« 

polloes bayes,as of. the palmes of Mars)had he notvn- 
dertaken (I dare ſay, by the Counſell of a great Cars 

dinall, for all Cardinals are not Jebaz#ts) to build in 

enery Citty a great Colledge and free.ſchoole for 

all xind of learniag; and to tharend, hire and gather 

to himſclfeall the tamous learned men of Chriſten. 

dome? Which royall deſigneour wiſe Queenenow 
moſt aduiſedly following , there is a mighty great 
one already building in Paris, which, cuen by antici- 

pation, ſome call the Cur-throte of Teſuits.It is enough 

fora Prince ( though otherwiſe not ſo extremely 

learned himſelfe)if onely he tauour learned men:and 

fo he ſhall beſureneuer to want learning at his need, 

Once more,farre be it from my thoughts, to dilwade 

| learning 
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learning in a Prince: Iknow he can ſcarce fauour lear- 
ned men, if he haueno learning himſelfe; And great 
Alexander with his braue Grectans , great Ceſar with 
his braueſt Romares, tell me, the Souldier who hath 
itand managesit well, hatha more ealy, a more 06+ 
pen, a more ready way , and a greater aduantage o- 
uer him that hath it not,to be a better Souldiour;the 
Captaine, a valianter Captaine; the Prince, a greater 
Prince.But that itis not ſo eſſentially indiuiduall, 8& 
vnſeparably incident to a King, as without a great a- 
boundance therof he cannot be a great King indeed, 
and truely performe the duties of his great charge,[t 
is onely that which I ſtand vpon; A thing whereof 
the contrary hath bene ſeene in euery age; And our 
owne fathers, and we our fclues can yet remember 
the ſame. 

Do not therefore mould any longer among your 
bookes,nonot among yourtyltings and fained com- 
bats, though otherwiſe in peace, honourable, de- 
lightfull,needfull; To horſe, to horſe, the quarter is 
broken, the bloody Trumpet hath ſounded; true & 
morrall warre is open. They haue killed your valo- 
rous God-father, who miſſed to kill your ſelfe z yea 
cucn him who by mutuall agreement was appointed 
to be your ſecond father by your firſtyif the vnhappy 
blow had lighted vpon him : fo aſſured were theſe 
two great Princes,% greater friends, that their liues 
were ſought.Itis time, it is high time to put on your 
Armour, and make your Enemies and ours, iuſtly to 
feele the ſmart which ſo much they feare, and by fo 
yniuſt meanes ſecke topreuent, Our yong L z wr s 
will not be long after you , and though hee cannot

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yet acompany you hand in hand, (as hee would, if 
we would lethim) in the thickeſt throng ot the enc- 
mies, to fcatter and ouerthrow them, both vpon a 
couplcot their beſt Gennets, both in like Armour, 
both in huge mighty teathers, all blacke with their 
burnt bloud at the coming out of the battcll , white 
betore, for your mutuall Joue and faith;yet he will not 
be farre off. xe will viſite you in your Campe if need

victorious vnder your Tent againe, and weeld your 
bloudy {word after the battell, as if hee thought by

The noble preſidents of your royall Anceſtors, yea 
in the very time of their thickeſt darkenes ought to 
moue you. Do yon not among many heare the migh- 
ty voyce of that braue Coear ae Lyon, a Frenchman by 
father and mother,and the firſt Prince orderly borne 
Engliſh ſince the Conqueſt?

How many dangers, how many trou- 
bles, how many paines, did he paſſe and ouercome? 
But now ſince it is Gods pleaſure, the holy landis by 
two third parts neerer then it was then: A moſt fit, Þ 
moſt holy, a moſt caſy ſubiet of your conqueſt, 
And wil you not take the croſſe on you to go thither, 
now in this ſhining brightnes of the Goſpell? There 
is no morea doe but go and take poſſeſhon. And 
what land now in the world, more acer, more holy, 
then holy Rome, which bath bene ſo much ma 
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by ſo much holy bloud of ſo many Saints and Mar- 
tyrs? Behold, and why els doth ſhee call her {clte 
Roma la Santadhe, Padre Santo,or his holynes? 

Reat men,if you be but men,& not worthy of 

a higher title, whoſe braines harbor ſo much 

wiſedome: whole breaſts, ſo much temperance, 
ivſtice & faithfulnes, vertucs ſo rare now a daies, any 
whereels : which haue wrought in the world the on- 
ly miracles of theſe latter times: fauorits of heauen, 
ſpirits of lead, of braſle, of hard ſteele , purer then 
the very gold, feaucnty times refined in the fornaces 
who (as it were)fetching euery yeare, by thouſands, 
whole ſhippes laden with a new wiſedome out of 
India, are wiſer then their ancient Gymnoſophiſt: 
youthat ſhaking off a moſt cruell, and yet more vn- 
juſt yoke, are riſen from a baſe and ſeruile bondage, 
now to be equall with Princes,by your owne hands, 
making your ſelues ſuch as you would be,and ſetting 
a moſt lawfull bound to your high deſires (as though 
any thing beſides your {clues were not worth your 
ambition) were contented to hauc but your owne 
ſelues : Generous Helets, farte better and more noble 
then your proud Zacedemonians, It cucr you did 
kindly and faithfully hclpe vs at our neede +1If ever 
our great King' did Kingly, kindly, and faithfully, 
helpe you againe at yours, It vertueliueeuen after 
death, ard a loyall loue grounded vpon the ſame to 
ſo royalla friend: Come, come, ioyne hands with 
vs : Ourcaſe, our cauſe is your owne; your ſtrong 
bulworke, the Rampier of Chriſtendome, hath been 
moſt ynluckily throwne downe : Ere it be long , the

the {word once more, as glorious as I haue ſcene you 
many times the ſicknes 1s more ſharp then cuer;it is 
in relaps.

Do you not remem- 
ber who gaue ityou? as though ourgreat Hzxxmy 
would not grace with it other then great Princes, 
and ſuch as he fore-knew, would be moſt worthy of 
the ſame.
